an his ſonncand ſucge! of-.4ndt ro niake - | 
him partner of his OWRECxpericnce and 
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authority ; whoſe owne hard education 
trayning him from chat intemperance, 
which makes men inferiour to beaſts : 
framed him to affcCt glory, and veriue; 
which made him ſuperiour to men. So 
that all the Actions of his future Raigne 
were exact grounds of Diſcipline, and 
pollicy ; for hisbelt ſucceſſour co rule by 
aftcr, who as he was the firſt of his name. 
ſincethe Conqueſt,ſo was hethe firſt thar 
ſcrled the law and Rate,deſeruing the Stile 
of England: Inſtizian, and treed this King 
dome from the wardſhip of the Pceres, 
ſhewing himſelfe in all his Actions after, 
capable ro Commaund not the Realme 
onely, but the whole world: 

Thus doe the wrongs of our Enemies 
more then our owne dilcretions, make 
vs ſometimes both wiſc and fortunate. 
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
